TERRIBLE SCENES OF CARNAGE 


General Patrick Cleburne’s 
Death. 


As Told by General Cheatham 
from Winstead Hill! 


A Stirring Panorama of 
Battle ! 


Special Correspondence of The Coggtitution. 
I, 
Gathering the Story. 

FRANKLIN, Tenn., February 20, 1883.—The story 
of the battle that bears the name of this place is an 
interesting and thrilling one, butit cannot be easily 
Written. lt wesa wrestle by the roadside between 
two determined foes, ora collision between two 
moving forces, after which neither stopped long 
enough to study the result orclear away the wreck. 
The incidents of and the movements in the strug- 
followed each other in such rapid succession 
that there was, afterit began, little time forthought 
and less for observation. Both armies were march- 
ingtoward Nashville. when an accident brought 
them face to face, and they stopped just long 
enough to clinch and fight until one loose? its huld 

nd then they moved on toward the Capital of Jen- 
nesseee. There was only two hours of daylight 
burned in the conflict, ard when night spreads its 
somber mask over the face of nature, even 
‘used to furnish light, by which to 
longer continue the harvest of death. Assaults 
2nd counter assaults were often made, however, in 
spite of the darkness, and when the brave men on 
both sides got tired of the havoc, it was well on 
toward auew day. The Union forces won, but 
just before midnight, they slipped quietly away 
from their position, almost under the muzzles of 
the enemy’sguns. Their dead and wounded lay 
where they fell, and when the morning light shone 
over the field, the Confederates hurriediy cared for 
the victims war had garnered, and then moved on 
toward anotherand a still more crushing defeat. 

The events of the day and night of November 
Oth, 1864, passed before the armies of Hood and 
Schofield, like arapidly moving panorama, While 
they were fresh the imagination was hot and the 
balm of years was necessary, to cool t:e mind to an 
impartial statement of the desperate operations of 
that memorable day. It isa maxim as old as the 
pen thata pdriisan can rever bea historian. . The 
truth of this adage, has been fully demonstrated in 
alinost all the works that hive been written on the 
war for the Union. A vast amount of material that 
may be useful hereaf er, has been gathered into 
these books, butitean hardly be called history. 
All men are apt to be biased in war as in peace, by 
their friendships and enmities. Therefore it is 
that statements now made to be accepted as history 
hereafter ought not to depend upon any one man’s 
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Stars re 


view of a great event, so long 
as the leading characters who Saw 
it from different standpoints are living. The 


battle of Franklin has received its full share of par- 
tisan treatmentand partial review. It was oneof 
those tregic scenes in the drama of war, the lights 
and shades of which always stir the imagination. 
To write of it fairly it not only requires a careful 
study, but the field upon which the tragedy took 
place, ought to be well under the eye of the writer. 
The greatest actorsin the struggle, keeping this 
standard in view, on both sides should also be 
asked to tell theirstory ofit. I have tried togroup 
all these conditions as nearly as possible in aa re- 
view of the eventsof aday, of which the whole 
country wants the facts. 

General J. D. Cox, who commanded the Union 
forces On this battle field, carefully went over for 
mea day or two since, the positions of his troops, 
the movements of his command not only during 
the fight, but what is fully asimportant, for the few 
hours preceding it. He detailed minutely and 
graphieally not only the battle scenes as he saw 
them, but told of the march, halt, preparation and 
attack. To this information Il added other eminext 
authority from the same side, and then came upon 
the battle fieid. Not alone, however. General 
Frank Cheatham, of whom the country knows, is 
an interesting and picturesque character anywhere ; 
but upon this field heisdoublyso. Hecommanded 
the corps on the confederate side that suffered most. 
It occupied the left and center of their position. 
He consented to come here and describe the 
movements of the troops he commanded as well as 
of that fought side by side with them, and 
recall the battle of Franklin from the 
Confederate standpoint. Authority hardly less 
important than hisjoined his trained mind and 
vivid recollection to the service cf fighting the 
great battle over again. This was 
ex-Governor James D. Porter who, during all the

shared with him the honors ana 
important parthe took in behalf of the Confederate 
cause, With these surroundiugs and with this em- 
inent assistance the entire battle ground was trav- 

ersed, distances meas"'red and incidents recorded, 
With the whole field in view and the men who di 

rected the troops in the fight close at hand, I will 
try to write the story of the battle of Franklin. 

II, 
The Blunders« at Spring Hill. 

Two armies faced each other here,and collided on 
the ou'skirts of this little village on the evening of 
the 30th of November, 1464. To properly uuder- 
stand thespiritand purposes of its leaders it is 
necessary to begin writing of the mevements to- 
wards this place that began a: Columbia twenty- 
two miles away, on the 249th, 

Sthotield began withdrawing his troops 
from Ifood’s front to join Thomas at Nashville. 
Hood had 5,600 cavalry under Forrest, and it was 
with ro litthe difficulty that Schefield kept his 
wagon train out of che hands of the Confederate 
leader. General J. He Wilson, who commanded 
the Union cavalry, had a much smaller mounted 
force than Forrest had, yet kept him off Schoficid's 
Hanks and he did other good service with what he 
bad. taking commendable partin the movements 
that brought Schofield from Columbia to Nashville. 
It has often been written that waris a succession 
of accidents. A glance atthe march from Colum 
bia to Franklin verifies the truth of this declara- 
tion. Fron some reason Schofield delayed his de- 
parture from Columbia on the 29th so long that 
when Hood reached Spring Hill eight miles from 
KF anklin, Schofield was behind him. Hood 
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knowing it. AN any Me ory sali his men al- 
most beyond human endurance. Brown’s division 

of Cheatham’s corps had been turned off the road 
and marched all day in the woods and over open 
fields,so as to be ready for attack or defense ata 
moment's warning. Hood thus forced his men to 
extra hard service, for he seemed convinced that 
he would strike Schofield’s force sometime during 
the day® he did notknow when. He had no thought 
that he was leaving it behind him. Therefore, 
when he heard the cavalry engaged in his front, 
near Spring Hill, he ordered Cheatham to put his 
corps into position, move {iorward at once, ascer- 
tain the whereabouts of the enemy and bring on an 
engagement. Cheatham ordered Cleburne’s divis- 
ion, which was in advance, into line, and sent it 


accompanied by Colonel James D. Porter, General 
Cheatham's chief-of-staff, with couriers to keep 
Cheatham informed of the operations in front. 
Cleburne soon came upon a portion of Forrest’s 
cavalry having an irregular fight with General D.§ 
Stanley's advance. The cavalry accidentally mis- 
led Cleburne as to the position of the Federal infan- 
try,andas they were outofammunition they retired. 
As he moved forward he exposed his right flank, 
owing tothe mistake, and Stanley took advantage 
of it to punish him severely. Herighted his line, 
however, in an instant, when Stanley retired his 
advance, with which he struck Cleburne, upon his 
main line, near Spring Hill. 

When General Bate came up he threw his divis- 
ion into line and Cheatham ordered him toadvance 
to the support of Cleburne, and he. went up and 
directed him to make his formatien on Cleburne’s 
left and move forward. Justas Cheatham returned 
from putting Bate into position Brown arrived, and 
Cheatham directed him to move over the range of 
hills, and attack to the right of Cleburne. Stanley 
from the start had handled his small force with 
such tact asto deceive the Confederate command- 
ers as to his real strength. When he fell back after 
striking Cleburne so hard, he Gontinued the decep- 
tion by handling his troopsso as to show a line 
long enough to reach beyond Brown's right flank. 
This officer sent this information to Cheatham,who 
informed Hood of the situation and urged him to 
press Stewart’s advance forward to his assistance. 
Hood, from Stanley's show of strength, thinking 
he had come upon the main body of. the Union 
troops, ordered Cheatham to bivouac for the night, 
and hold hiscommand in readiness to at'ack at 
daylight. Cheatham had put his whole corps into 
position ready to fight and reluctautiy obeyed the 


order. Hood’s troops were weary and soon were 


asleep uportl their arms waiting tc 
atack at dawn. This accident made 
it possible for Schofiel! to come up during 


the night, march past their camp-fires, and reach 
Franklin without serious molestation. Stanley's 
strategy and stubborn fight witha single division, 
and Hood’s lack of information ‘as to the move- 
ments of the Urion troops after they left Columbia 
saved Schofield’s army from capture or a crushing 
defeat. In other words it was saved by an accident. 

Hood learned, when too late, that Stanley had 
deceived him as to his strength and that Schofield 
had passed him in the night. He was not only 
chagrined at his tailure to crush the Federal force 
while it was literally at his mercy, but was out of 
humor with most of his generals upou whom he 
sought to lay the blame. He quarreled with Cheat- 
hamand Cleburne onvthis account earlyin the 
morning,and when he started his troops from 
Spring H1ll towards Franklin he was fretting over 
his lostopportunity. All his generals, and even 
the rank and file of hisarmy, shared in a great 
measure his chagrin and disappointment. When 
they found the enemy posted at Franklin that had 
escaped them by a miracle, they were jnspired, by 
the double purpose of recovering a lost oppurtunity 
and inflictiug a deadly blow upon this fragment of 
Thomas’s army under Schofield before it could 
reach Nashville. 

ITI. 
The Federal Position, 

Schofield did not want or intend to fighta battle 
at this point. As soon as he escaped Hood at Spring 
Hill he put Coxin command of the moving line, 
and pusned rapidly on to look afterthe bridges 
over the Harpeth riverat Franklin. When Cox ar- 
rived on the outskirts of the town he massed his 
troops by the roadside, near where the battle was 
fought, to let the artilleryand tong wagon train 
pass on to the river. He then went to find Schofield. 
The pontoons that Schofield had asked Thomas to 
send him from Nashville were not there when the 
wavons and artillery cameup. The bridge at the 
pike had previously been destroyed, the fords were 
in bad condition and the railroad bridge had to be 
floored to make it available, 

After consultation with Cox, it was thought im- 
possible to get the wagons and guns over before 
Hood's advancing column would be upon them. 
In thisemergency Schotidd directed Cox to form 
line of battleon the Southern slope of Carter's 
Hill, entrench and fight for time to save the 
trains. The tired and foot-sore men _ slept 
by the roadside where they were halted, while this 
conclusion was being reached by the commanding 
officers. Ajerit was setled that he must prepare 
to fight, Generel Cox snatched a few minutes sleep 
at the Carter house, and justat daylight began lo- 
cating his line and fortifring it. His position was 
naturally a strong one, and he so curved and en- 
trenched his line as to secure notonly every natura] 
but artificial advantage that was within the reach 
ef good judgment and military skill. By noon his 
works were practically eamplete, and abetter posi- 
tion to withstand an assgult, was never secured in 
an emergeucy like the ose that had here to be so 
snddeuly met. 

The second division o! the 25d corps was posted 
on the right of the Columbia pike, and the third 
division of that corps tothe left of the same road. 
The first division of the fourth corps joined the 
right of the second divisin of the 25d corps, mak- 
ing a compiete line on tht right from the pike to 
the river. On the left theline crossed the railroad 
and also rested on the rive. General Wilson with 
his cavalry was outin advince of the infantry and 
to the left of the Lewisburg pike to keep Forrest 
with his superior force of horse from crossing the 
stream and getting on tee flank or in the rear of 
the main line. Two brigales of Wagner's division 
of the fourth corps were peted a half mile in front 
of the Union line of battheas a lookout for the ad- 
vance of the enemy. Opdjycke's brigade of this di- 
vision was in rear of the main line near the Colum- 


bia turnpike, which Wis open to permit 
the free passage of the wagons 
and artillery that vere crowding on 


toward the river. Theopenng at the road was, 
however, well commanded by a retrenchment 
crossing ita few rods in rear )f where the entreneh- 
ed ine touchedthe pike. O): the north bank of 
the river Woods's division ofthe fourth corps was 
posted to the fight end reaiof Fort (iranger, an 
earthwork that ¢rowned the trow of Figure’s Hill, 
that rises abrupfly {rom the Hirpeth river. Short- 
ly after noon Schofield moved Hs headquarters into 
this furt, which istwo miles fom the main line of 
battle, commanded by Cox. 1£ is still standing. 
From it thereisa good view of tle whole battlefield, 
except, perhaps, of the pointe 4lrre the cavalry was 
operating. This was the disposilon of the Union 
force, and this the location of he ~Unton troops 
when Hood'sadvance came ove Winsiead’s Hill, 
o'clock @n the alternoon of 
the 30th of November, 1864. 
3. eee 
The Desperate Apunutit. 

The battle of Franklin was Dught upon as 
charming a diy as was ever sta in this semi- 
temperate climate. The sun shonewarmly, the at- 


bed marched around his enemy without} 


‘ 
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mosphere wee clear, and the sky fre¢from clouds. It : 
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forward to battle. Cleburne moved rapidly,and was: 
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was half-past three o'clock when the Confeder- 
ates formed forthe battle, and marched forward 
showing a front of two corps: Cheatham’s 
and Stewart's side by:i¢e. Ed Johnéon’s division 
of Stephen D. Lee's corps was up and remained in 
reserve, They formed, with Winstead’s hii] as a 
background, and threw their troops into position 
with the utmest deliberation. After they were all 
ready they stood a moment, as if taking a careful 
survey of the Weautiful plain they were to 
traverse and the position they were to as 
sault. At last.the whole force moved forward al- 
most with the precision of asingle man. The ar- 
tillery followed, and occasionally stopped to limber 
upand drop a shell into the Federal line. The 
Union troops in the meantime were carefully 
steadying themselvesin the works to resist a deter- 
mined @ssault. The march of the Confederates into 
this battle was a military pageant such as is rarely 
seen in actual war. They were so long in view, that 
men almost forgot their deadly errand in the gran- 
deur of the gpeotacle. The main line followed the 
skirmishers wery closeiy, for the Confederates had 
noticed the fsolated position of Wagner's two brig- 
ades, and directed their march to take advantage 
of the mistake. Wagner's slender force made but 
a feeble resistance to the ove.whelming numbers 
that presse@sharply upon them. They broke and. 
in confusiog, rushed back toward the main line, 
Brown, a8 they scattered,-shouted tos@eburne: 
“We will go into the works with thefl,”” and the 
confederate line of battle-was pushed rapidly for 
ward; so rapidly, thatonthe right of the pike it 
reached the intrenchments almost as soon as Wag- 
ners demoralized men. The main body of the Union 
troops were obliged to hold their fire until their 
panicstricken soldiers from the advance could get 
inside the works, This delay brought!the troops in 
the fortifications face to face with the enemy and 
with a peril that is not often overcome. The Con- 
federates came with a rush and when the opposing 
forces struck each otherthere was a quiver of un- 
certainty that was pregnant with great danger to 
the Union soldiers. It was at this almost vita] mo- 
ment that Opdycke rushed forward with his brigade 
and not ouly steadied the wavering line, but gave 
itspiritand support. Cox and Stanley also dashed 
up at this critical moment, threw themselves into 
the hazard: of the situation and did their part in 
turning the tide of battle iust whenit was tremb- 
ling in desperate uncertainty. Many men trained 

and hardened in the pestle of war lost their heads 
in the demands of that trving situation that some 
one'sblunder, neglect orignorance forced them to 

face. 

When Wagner's men broke, 
command of the feld,was off to the left of the line. 
In an instant he saw the periland dashed toward 
the the centre with all possible speed to repair the 
damage to his main line. 

Stanley. cf the 4th corps, 
from his exacting work of the day before, and was 
resting om the north sice of the Harpeth river when 
the firing began. He mounted his horse like a 
and dashed tothe front, Cox and himself struck 
the nike simvritancousiy, at an important point. 
Opdycke, who was in reserve, had seen the great 
danger and was then charging up the road toward 
the main line. Hestruck the opening at the pike, 

justin the nick of time. General G. W. Gordon, of 
Brow n’s division, was leading his men through it, 
and but forthis charge of Opdyckes must have 
thrown the linein the entreuchments into confu- 
sion. Opdycke’s advance not only restored confi- 
dence at acritical momept, but captured General 
Gordon aid something more than a hundred of his 
men. The captured Confederate general speaking 
to me of thischarge said: but for the rush of this 
brigade the whole federal force would have been 
throm, into Usorderand Schofield’s army badly 
hea rek Trg che®e was ube work of a level headed 
and resolufé man in a greatemergency. Cox found 
him on his way to the breach, when he reached the 
pike to see what could be done to prevent a great 
disaster. When Wagner's panic-stricken troops 
struck the Federal position,the front line of Rielly’s 
brigade with its right resting on the Columbia pike 
was thrown into confusion, and for a moment gave 
way. His second line composed of the 12th and 16th 
Kentucky and i2th Tennessee, seeing the peril 
rushed forward about the same time as Opdycke, 
gained the frontand occupied the wurkson the 
left of the pike facing the enemy, just as the Con- 
federates struck that point. These troops with 
Opdycke stayed the tide of the assault right here. 
It wasalifeand death struggle for atime. Atno 
point was the fighting hotter, the carnege greater, 
or the result moreimportant than where Opdycke 
and these allies feught. 

Timely as was Opdycke’s service, it was not more 
important than that rendered by Coxand Stanley. 
As they met on the pike they took different direc- 
tions; pressed tothe front line,and rodeup and 
down giving new confidence to the confused men 
by their almost reckless bravery. Stanley was 
seriously wounded inthe face atthe very begin- 
ning of this task, but he kept upon the battle-field 
riding the lines, in the most fearless disregard of 
his personal safety, with the blood from his wound 
flowing over his uniform. He left the field with 
reluctance after order was restored, and Cox had 
requested him to seek surgical aid. 

“Itisa military maxim as old as the arts of war 
that a force large enough to affect in ease of attack 
the free action of the maio line should never be 
placed in its front while it is awaiting attack,’’ says 
the greatest of military writers. General. Cox says 
that Wagner was ordered to withdraw behind the 
main line as soon as he saw that Hood intended to 
advance in force aud that it was Wagner's mistake, 
that his troops made a stand and opened fire instead. 
Hood’s line of battle was formed just at the foot of 
Winstead’s hill, iwoand a quarter miles from the 
main line. Its advance was in full view from Scho- 
field’s positien in the fort as well as from Carter’s 
hillan hour before Wagner’s two brigades broke 
and poured pell mell back upon the forcein the 
entrenchments. Itis to guard against justsucha 
danger as was averted at Franklin oniy by a fright- 
ful loss of life that the rule was laid down long ago 
that a force large enough to obstruct, should never 
be posted infront of a line awaiting attack. 

V. 
The HUarvest of Death. 
A description of the scence when the lines were 
steadied and the wrestle began in earnest, on each 
side of the pike, is beyond the power of pen or 
tongue. The Confederates moved straigha up to the 
Union line and at one point on the right succeeded 
in capturing and holding a portion ofit. As long as 
the conflict went onitwas a hand to hand fight; 
charge and counter charge on both the rightand 
the lefton the Columbia road. Men fought like 
demons over stray pieces of artillery tnat were of 
little or no valne where men were fighting in such 
close quarters, Often they were close enough to 
each otherto use clubbed muskets and the bayo- 
net. The first desperate charge by Cheatham’s 
corps was repeated again and again and was as of- 
ten repulsed. Stewart, too, threw his force upon 
the Kederals in the entrenehments, and they 
fought with justas much daring and determina- 
tion as Cheatham'’s men had shown. It would 
require a volume to record the instances of indi- 
vidual gallantry that was shown by men on both 
sides. Men who had fought wellon many fields 
fought even better to-day, and the minutes 
lengthened into hours, and yet the band to hand 
conflict was continued just where it begun. The 
roarof tMusketry would sometimes subside for a 
minute only to be renewed again, as new troops 
took a hand or more ammunition was brought up. 
While the infantry was engaged, fighting in a pen as 
it were, Wilson with his eavalry away to the left 
ving a band combat with Forrest to keep 
the flank or rear of Schofield's force, and | 
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succeeded in doing it. 

The lengthening shadows of the afternoon beto- 
kening the coming of night, brought no relief to 
the tired yet determined combatants. The sun 
went down in the thickest of the fight with the 
smoke of batile covering the field like a pall. The 
twilight drifted into the gloaming, and itin turn 
gave way tothe darkness of night, and yet the 
struggle continued. The flash of the guns from one 
side would furnish the light by which a volley was 
directed at theother. Thus the two lines at several 
points within easy reach of each other kept up the 
fuside until both were literally worn out. The 
horrible din ceased about ten o’clock, but random 
shortevery nowand then admonished the weary 
men that both sides were stiil on the alert. About 
eleven o'clock comparative quiet reigned, and the 
Union forces took advantage of it to slip away from 
theirposition. Sh@rtiy after midnight they crossed 
the river, marched rapidly toward Nashville, and 
the battle of Franklin was over. It seems almosta 
fiction to record the number of men lost in this 
fight, Eight thousand were killed, wounded or 
missing during this two hour battle. Union, 2,326. 
The confederate rolls bore the names of the other 
six thousand. 

The Carter house, hard by the pike, which was 
the focus of the battle field still stands as full of 
bullet holes as the lid of a pepper box. Mr. Carter, 
who was in the house with his family when the 
battle raged, gavemea very vivid picture of the 
fight as he saw it. He also told me the saddest 
story of the war leverheard. His younger brother 
who was a staff officer in Bate’s division wasfound 
next morning by a sister mortally wounded within 
a short distance of his father’s home. He lived 
ouly a few hours, not long enough even to tell the 
story of that portion of the fight in which he had 
been engaged. 

There bas been a great deal of gush and imagina- 
tion, written of this battle. Cleburne’s death has 
been colored to pleage the fancy of many who did 
not know the fects. It was sad enough, brt, 
there was little romance about it. 
He dicd as I have no doubt, from 
what I learn, of his character, he 
would have prefered to die, lead- 
ing his menin a desperate assault. The loss in this 
battle on both sides ofitself indicates that it was in 
many respects the most stubbornly contested combat 
of the war. Men never faced each other in the his- 
tory of modern strife with more determination than 
upon this open field, on the outskirts of this village, 
now garnered with the fruits of peace. Death 
hervested a larger crop than he ever before gathered 
from so few acres in this country. It was the 
severest test, taking it allin all, that men on either 
side withstood during the late rebellion. In the 
long future when men shall read the history of the 
war for the Union, they will close the book with a 
feeling of mingled pride and sorrow after read- 
ing of this battle. Sorrow for the dead, but pride 
for the heroic deeds Americans wrote in blood upon 
this plain. 

Vi. 
General Cheatham’s Narrative, 

All battle pictures are most accurately drawn and 
the story of war is always best told when men from 
the two opposing armies join their information and 
recollections of the events dealt with. I believe 
the story of the bag! e near this place from a Con 
federate standpoint has never been written. Gen- 
eral Frank Cheatham is no mean authority upon it. 
Hie was a colorel of volunteersin the Mexicin war 
In every battle fought by the army of the Tennes- 
see, from Belmont, Missouri, in 1561, to Bentonville, 
North Carolina, in 1865, he bore a conspicuous 
part. 
this fight. 
ston after Appomattox. 


He surrendered with General Joe Johu- 
Ife is now sixty-two years 


old, and a perfect type of a Tennessee farmer. He 
lives a retired lifé and tills the soil. He 


is a blunt, honest, plainspoken man who deals with 
facts. As we wandered over the battle-fleld to- 
gether I picked up thread by thread his recollection 
of this battle. It isn’t altogether dramatic, but itis 
a plain, straightforward story of war that is, for the 
purposes of this review, timely and important: 

“It was nearly three o'clock in the 
afternoon when our udvance' reported the 
enemy in position at Carter’s Hill just outside of 
Franklin,’’ said the old general, as we were riding 
over the field. ‘‘The corps I commanded halted 
until the others came up. General Hood then 
formed his line of battle behind Winstead’s hill 
about two miles and a half from the Federal posi- 
tion. I rode toits summit from which I had a per- 
fect view of itsline and the open flelds between 
us. The day wassoclear and bright that I could 
plainly see the fortificatiéns on the opposite side 
of the Harpeth river, more than four miles anda 
half from where I stood. The quiet village lay just 
under the fort on the river bank and the Union line 
of battle at the Carter house,as well as the position 
of the twoadvanced brigades, looked almost within 


easy gun shot. The field was open and all 
within close range of the naked 
eye,and asl looked it over I said to myseif: This 


is the only open battlefield of the war where the 
army of the Tennessee has met the enemy! I could 
easily see all the movements{of the Federals and 
readily trace their line. I sawthat they were well 
fortified andin a strong position. I feltthat we 
would take a desperate chance if we attempted to 
disiodge them. I therefore went back to Hood and 
said: “I don’t like the looks of this fight. The 
Federals have an excellent position and are well 
fortified.”’ 

“I prefer to fight them here where they have had 
only eighteen hours to fortify than to strike them at 
Nashville, where they pave been strengthening 
themselves for three years and more,’’ replied 
Hood. 

“I turned without another werd and ordered 
General Bate, who commanded one of the divisions 
of my corps, to move off to the left toward the Bost- 
wick house and attack on the flank, I had the 
largest corps in that army—something less than 
nine thousand men. Hood’s disposition of his forces 
for that fight was, the corps I was directing on the 
left and center; Stewart’s corps on my right, and 
Stephen D. Lee's corps in reserve; my disposition 
was General Bate on the extreme left, General 
John C. Brown, with my old division, on the left og 
the Columbia pike, with his right resting on that 
road. Cleburne on the right of the same pike with 
his left resting on it. As General Bate had a long 
road around to the Jeft, I waited sometime after he 
started before giving the order toadvance. Finally 
the line moved forward. Brown and Cleburne were 
to stop as they reached the open fields at the foot of 
Winstead’s Hill. I rode to its summit as 
they moved, and estalLlished my headquarters 
there, and waited for the troops to pass over.”’ 

“It was the grandest sightlever saw when our 
army marched over the bill and reached the open 
field atits base. Each division unfolded itwelf into 
a single line of battle with as much steadiness asif 
forming for dress parade, said ex-Governor Porter 
who was in those days General Cheatham’'s chief of 
staff. He was looking over the fleld from Winetead’s 
hill as he spoke, and seemed to recall the events of 
that day aud again pass them i. view before his 
mind’seye. “Asl look over Uiis field to-day,’’ he 
continued,‘'it seems as though 1 can almost witness 
the pageant overagain, Thejmen were tired hungry, 
footsore, ragged and many of them barefooted, but 
theirspirit wasadmirable. Bearin mind that it 
wae the tiret time the two divisions of Cheatham’s 
corps, Cleburne’s and Brown's. had met side by 
side in full view of eayh other, ‘tn an open field, 
with the biages Mor desperate work equally 
balance ». For years each had con- 
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and officers seemed to say: ‘Here is the field upon 
which that right shal! be decided.’”’ 

‘“Yes,”’ broke in General Cheatham, “fight was in 
not only in those two divisions but in the whele 
army that day.. Don’t you remember, Porter, that 
as they wheeled into line of battle in full view of 
the enemy, their precision and military bearing 
was as beautiful a sight as was ever witnessed In 
war. I could see that the federal line was short 
and curved and I knew we could easily cover it by 
going forward in Jine of battle by brigades. So this 
formation was made tefore the time to cNange 
came.’’

“ General Cleburne’s Death. 
Before moving our troops frem Wi stead’s Hil 


I had arranged with both Cleburne and Brown, the 
| two divisions under my eye, to give them the word 
with a fiag when tomeve. When their lines swung 
into position, they corrected their alignment and 
then faced toward me waiting for the signal to a 

vance. A moment of suspense to see that every- 
thing was ready, then the flag dropped, and the 
line moved forward as steady as a clock. It was two 
miles and & quarter from the starting point to the 
main Federal line, and our advancing column was 
in full view from General Sehofield’s position and 
from the entrenched line of the Union troops at the 
Carter house nearly every footof the way. My 24 
pieces of artillery followed the advancing troops, 
and oovasionally dropped a shell into the Federal’s 
lines. ‘There was no halt from the time 
our force started until it struek the federal breast- 
works. A regiment was thrown out as skirmishers 
in advance of each of my divisions. They struck 
Wagner's two brigades posted a half mile in ad 
vance of the main position, and as they gave way 

our main line foliowed them right im, on to the 
Federal breastworks, I lost hardly a man, until 
within sixty yards of the Federal entrenchménts, 
The fleeing men from the two brigades posted in 
their front kept the fire off from onr troops until 
after their men got behind the mainline, Our line 
of battle followed them in s80 closely 
that the Federals could not fire 
upon it until it was within very close range. 
@ur advancing line must have been visible, not 
only to the federal commanders, but to all of their 
troops in the fortifications fer nearly 
an hour before it struca Wagner. Had it not been 
for the protection the two brigades that were in ad- 
vance gave our men, Cox covld have mowed my 
line with artillery from the moment I started until 
I reached his main works. As it was, our troops 
marched for an hour in full view of the enemy 
without any molestation to speak of, exc: pt a little 
harmless artillery fire from the fort where Schofield 
had his headquarters. The same may be said of 
Stewart's corps that was on my right, and also in 
ull view. I followed and watched the line very 
closely. and took up my headquarters on Merrill’s 
hill, a sharp knob within musket range of the figmnt, 
Hood was just back of me on the pike.”’ 

‘It would be impossible to describe the opera- 

tions on this field afterthe men got together. It 
was the bloodiest battle of the war. I lost six gen 
eral officers killed and two wounded. Cleburne 
was our greatest loss. He was a capital soldier. He 
had some unpleasantness about Spring Hill with 
Hood, andl think wasalittle more daring than 
usualthat day. It was reported to me that he had 
some words with the commander of the army just 
before guing into battle. The charge of the two 
divisions of my corps, my old division commanded 
by General J. C. Brown, and Cleburne’s com- 
nanded by himeelf was one of the most desperate 
and gallant of all the war. Arms were trailea until 
time to give the steel came, when the to 
charge was given simultancouy Hy 
and Brown. The men marched to the te 
werk with perfect precision and great sptritand 
determination. Cleburne’s horse was killed under 
bim justafter the charge began. With sword in 
hand he eprang to the front of his men, encouraging 
them with his wordsand eXample Just before he 
reached the Federal works he was shot dead. Poor 
fellow, he never reached the enuemy’s earthworks 
toward which he was leading his men. ‘He fell 
right here,’’ said ihe old general, as he pointed toa 
spot not far from the old ginhouse.‘* Here one of the 
best soldiers thatever drew a sword gave up his life’’ 
The veteran’s eyes moistened as he looked at the 
place in the open field where his friend was slain 
It is now obscured by the silver sands of time 
but Mr. Carter, who owns the farm, has marked the 
spot, as every one who visits this fleldjasks: Where 
did Pat Cleburne die? After a moment’s 
thought about the dead, General Cheatham turned 
from the field toward the road and running his eye 
along the line said: 

“A little farther to the nght, looking toward 
Franklin and around on the other side of the gin- 
house, General John Adams, of Stewart's corps, 
was killed on his horse astride the Federal breast- 
works. Scott, of the same corps, was also slain 
near there. General Cockrell, now United States 
senator from Missourf, and General Quarles, were 
also wouuded there. Stewart's corps did desperate 
work that day, and fully divided the honors with 
my own troops. Brown, who commanded my old 
division, was wounded eaaly in tbe fight after Cle- 
burne was killed; and of my brigade commanders 
Gordon wascaptured, Granberry, Gist, Strahi and 
Carter were killed. A greater mortality in general 
officers than was ever known during the war 
when anequal numberof troops were engaged, 
The corps | commanded lost efght generals, killed 
and wounded, and Stewart lost five. About dark 
Ed Johnson’s division of Stephen D. Lee's eorps, 
that was in reserve, was sent tothe support of 
Brown and did some hard fighting. General Man? 
gault, of that division, was wounded. General 
Bate, who went to the left, hada long and rough 
road totravelto reach his position, but he went 
into battle on the left just about dark and hada 
rp engagement,

“Artillery played Duta smal) part in this battle. 


We had very little chance to use ours, except 
during the advance, and the Federals had very 
little chance to use theirs. The artillery in the fort 
on the opposite bank of the river, did a little dam- 
age to Stewart, but that was abouta'l. 

“It would be impossible to describe this battle, 
for it was foughtin such close quarters, and the 
work was so exacting upon both armies, that there 
was not asecond for hesitation and thought. From 
the moment Wagner's two b. igades got behind the 
main line, so that they could shoot without killing 
their own men, the union troops poured a most de- 
siructive fire into our ranks. General Brown on 
the left of the pike, from the diseetion in which we 
were advancing, carried a portion of the first line 
of earthworks in the first charge and held his ad- 
Vantage to the last. He also pushed the whole of 
his line right up against the Federa] works, and #0 
entrenched himself, that the fighting men were so 
close together that they could reach across from 
one line tothe other. Brown's division sumered 
terribly. He gained his position and held it under 
the most trying circumctances.”’ ‘

Mr. Blackburn, of Kentucky, 
early in the session, openly declared himself 
a candidate. He did not agree to the fre- 
quent requests that be should give way to 
Mr. Carlisie, but said be was willing to leave 
to the delegation from Kentucky to decide 
which of the two should make the race. 
Toward the end of the session, however, Black 
burn virtually withdrew from the race 
and is now understood to be giving a cordial 
supportto Mr. Carlisle. Mr. Springer, of

M@g Morrison is by his own 
announcement no longer a candidate. He is 
the friend of Mr. Carlisle and firmly op- 
posed to Mr. Randall, under any 
circumstances. Randail pushed him out ot 
the ways and means comm tee chairmanship 
after he had filled it with disiinguisted 
ability, te make room fur Fernando Wood 
Randall, in arranging his committees, also 
cave deep offense to Blackburn and to Reagan 
of Texag. The contest between Carlisle and 
Randail cannot be said to be set'led in favor 
of either, though every indication points to 
the choice of the Kentuckian. Both have 
anumber of avowed supporters among the 
old members. both have received assu- 
rances of support from newly-elect- 
ed members. But, as a rule, the members 
of the Jast c mgress are not openly committed 
to any candidate for the speakership. This 
is true of the entire Georgia delegation, 
though it is generally thought the ten votes 
of this state will go for Carlisle. No one can 
doubt that the last session strengthened Cuar- 
lise. He was the admit:ed Jeader of the dem- 
ocrats during the long and trying debate on 
the tariff and displayed a wonderful familiar 
ity with its minutest details. His views 
were indorsed by the solid. vote of his party 
except the very few high tariff democrats 
who voted with Randall. No man has 
the confidence of the party 
more firmly than Mr. Carlisle. He made for 
himself more than any man in the last ses- 
sion in eitber bouse of congress, while the 
odium thrown upon the present tariff system 
is very largely due to his persistent exposi- 
tion of itsfrauds. The low tarnff democrats 
as a rule will support Carlisle. It must be re- 
mem! ered that the great gains of last Novem- 
ber were made principally in the west where 
high protection bus a weak hold even ameng 
republicansand is politically unknown among 
the democrats. It therefore seems certain that 
Carlise will have a majority of the democrais 
who served with him, voted with him 
and against tandall in the last 
house on the trying questions of the tariff. 
Of the new members be seems also certain of 
a majority fur most of them come from states 
demuandivga low tarill. +Randali’s friends 
claim his strength from various sources, They 
count on a solid support of the New kngland 
democrats and a considerable vote frum the 
From the west they also hope for 
some help. Butitis plain to see that the 
south and west will be able to name the 
speaker by a big majority. Carlisle has 
friends in the delegations of the New Kkagland 
and middle states, and will probably gain 
alinost as many votes in that 
cjuarter as he will lose in the south and west. 
His election seems therefore certain by any 
fair estimate of the present indications. The 
two men are radicaliy different. Randall is a 
born politician, an adruit manager of men, 
and a parliamentary leader of varied re- 
sources. Carlisle is a leader by reason of his 
commanding abilities. The skirmish of par- 
jhamentary details affords no fit opportunity 
forbim, The higherthe test of intellect and 
analytical powerto the better advantage he

appears. He is courteous and conge- 
nial, but not a fascinating man 
in manner. He does not seek, 


he rather avoids society. Of the queer science 
of the hustings and the caucus he knows 
nothing and desires to know nothing.

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AN ATTEMPT TO ASSASSINATEGAR:’ 
FIBLD’'S BX-SECRETARY. 


A Bulict Sent Whisding Torough the Gisaes Door of 
His Carriage—Che Ex-S.cretarg’s Friends 
Alarmed About Him—Gossip About the 
Affair and Precautions Taken. 


Waspincton,. March 10.—A report is cur- 
rent that a short time before the adjournment 
of congress an attempt was made by some 
person unknown to assassinate ex-Secretary 
Blaine by shooting into a carriage in which 
he was seated while returning from one of the 
night sessions at the capitol. Mr. Biaine 
treats the matter lightly, and says that the 
hole through the window of the landau in 
which he rude was probably made by a pebble 
thrown by some boy with a ‘‘devil’s s.iing.”’ 
His family, however, are said to take a more 
serious view of the occurrence. There is @ 
possibility that the mishap might 


have been an accident even though the 
glass wos broken by a bullet, but men are 
not going about shooting at random in the 
streets of a city. Whoever shot the bullet 
that perferated. Mr. Blaine’s carriage win- 
dow must bave bad a purpose more serious 
than the breaking of the glass, unless it 
should turn out to have been an accident, 
and that purpose could have been nothing 
ess than assassination. The mere fact that 
Mr. Blaine is disposed to treat the adventure 
lignly—a fact which reflects credit on.‘him, 
and is a proof of his abundant nerve—is not 
convicting evidence that he takes the 
right view of it, and his explana- 
tion scarcely sustains the position he 
has assumed 1n regard toit. The occurrence 
is mysterious in the highest degree, and al- 
though Mr. Blaine himself would doubtless 
much prefer to have the matter treated as of 
no consequence, the circumstances certainly 
justify its serious consideration. A plain, 
unvarnished statement of the facts so far as 
they bave been ascertained are therefore 
given, and from the recital the public can 
form its own conclusions and draw its own 
inferences, 
THE SHOT THROUGH THE WINDOW. 

“The thing occurred about ten days ago,” 
said the gentleman who first put the reporter 
on the scent of the adventure, ‘in the neigh- 
horhood of Third and Fourth and H streets. 
Blaine and a friend were seated in one of Mr 
Wanstall’s landaus, driven by a colored man 
named Aleck Carroll, It was about 100 clock 
in the evening. The shot struck the landau 
un the left ferward window, the bullet break- 
ing a hole clean through the glass and falling 
outside.”’ 

‘ Did it frighten the ex-secretary ?”’ 

‘Frighten him! Well, I should say it did. 
He told the driverto hurry toward home, and 
on his arrival there said to him, ‘Don’t leave 
this arch until I get into the house.’ ”’ 

“Wha? did he do with his friend?” 

“I suppose he let him out soméwhere on 
the way.” 

As this news was rather indefinite.although 
the gentlewan who communicated it said ‘‘it 
was as straight as a string,’’ the reporter 
called at Waustall’s stable und proceeded to 
pump the Wanstal! brothers They appeared 
to be entirely ignorant of any of their car- 
riages ever having been injured in any way. 
Mr Biaine frequently hired carriages there, 
they said, but they had not heard that one of 


their carriages bad been shot at. The eye 
of the reporter rested, for a moment 
upon a nice looking landau backed 


up against the wall with others, and having 
a neat hole cuttbrough oneof the glass win 
dows as if by a bullet. Pointing to it tho re- 
porter said, ‘‘That’s the carriage and there's 
the hole.’’ The livery stable proprietors 
here began to be more communicative and 
admitted that the carriage had been injured 
about ten days ago, but that neither the 
driver nor any one else abuut the place knew 
of the damage until next morning. They 
didn’t believe it was done by @ bullet, but 
that a bean shooter had bruken the glass. The 
reporter made a critical survey of the broken 
glass, and concluded that it had been done 
by abuilet It is a pane of heavy French 
plate glass one-eighth of an inch thick. The 
bole iscleanly cut, and, although there area 
few cracks extending in straight lines from 
the aperture, the glass is not shattered as it 
would have been from contact with a stone. 
no matter how swiftly thrown. 
MAKING EXPLANATIONS, 

The driver Aleck Carroll, says he did not 
hear the report of a pistol during the time he 
was out with Mr. Blaine and his friend (who 
by the way was Congressman McKinley) on 
the night in question, but the rumbling of 
the wheels might have prevented the sound 
from reaching him. He says he drove Mr, 
Blaine and the other gentleman back to the 
capitol and from there back to the Ebbitt 
house, ‘“‘Mr. Blaine remained at the Ebbitt 
house a short time,’’ he said, ‘ and then, leay- 
ing bis friend, was driven home. I didn’t 
know of the broken glass until the next morn- 
ing.’’ Then the reporter called at the resi- 
dence of Mr. Blaine last evening. The gentle- 
man was notin. His secretary pretended co 
know nothing about the affuir, but on asking 
Miss Dodge abuut it returned with the infor- 
mation that something of the sort indicated 
had taken place, but that Mr. Blaine was not 
disposed to attach any importance toit. He 
had accep'ed the bean shooter theory as the 
true explanation, and had dismissed the 


matter f:om his mind. From another 
source, however, it is learned that Mr. 
Blaine _is notso indifferent as this state- 


ment would make it appear. It is cer- 
tain that. whatever he may think of it, some 
of his intimate friends are seriously alarmed. 
They canvot divert themselves from the idea 
that an attempt at murder was made, and the 
attair has been talked about quietly in social 
circles for several days; but always as “‘strict- 
ly confidential, you know.”’ Itis not known 
what steps, ifany, Mr. Blaine has taken to 
guard against arepetition of the bean shoot- 
ing incidents, but as be is probably averse to 
being made a target of,it is presumed he does 

not needlessly expose himself. }

AILROAD WORLD. 


CAPTAIN JOHN POSTELL ON THE 
EAST AND WEST ROAD. 


Opening the Way to the Broken Arrow Coa) Fieids— 
The Jug Tavern BR dilroad—Tho"Western North- 
Caroiina— Tne Georgia Paci fio—The Mobile 
and Onto Road—Ratirosd Items. 


CEDARTOWN, Ga., March 9.—To-day your 
reporter met Captain John Postell, the gen- 
era: manager of the Exnst and West railroad of 
Alabama, and obtaining his consent proceed- 
ed to interview him on this important rail- 
road enterprise. 

“Captain, | learn that you have been on 
a trip over the line of the extension of the 
East and West railroad of Alabama.” 

“Yes, I returned last night from a trip over 
the entire line that is now under contract.” 

“What part of the line do you refer to as 
being under conrtact?”’ 

“The division commencing at a point on 
the Selma, Rome and Dalton railroad near 


Germania, Ala., and ending near the village 
of Broken Arrow, situated in the midst of the 
Broken Arrow coal fields ”’ 

‘‘Which is the first coal touched by your 
line, and what part of this field does it tra. 
verse to reach the present terminus?’ 

“The line really enters the Coosa 
coal field immediately upon crossing 
the Coosa river, a distance of twenty-three 
miles from the Selma, Rome and Dalton rail- 
road, and runs the halance of the distance, 
seventeen mi'es, through the coal field.”’ 

TO BE FINISHED BY SEPTEMBER 

“This, then, makes the total distance under 
contract forty miles—how soon wili this be 
built and in operation?” 

‘Under the existing contracts we expect to 
have this finished by the first day of next 
Septem ber.”’ 

‘What progress has been made in the prose- 
cution of the work?’ 

‘The whole line isnow located and the 
work of grading was commenced about the 
first of December last. Since then about 
twelve miles has been graded, half of the 
foundations for the bridge over the Coosa 
river have been putin, the high water obliging 
us to wait until spring to put in the others; a 
large amount of the ties and trestle tiarber 
prepared and the two iron bridges one for the 
Coosa and the other for Obatchee creek, 
contracted for, 10 be delivered by the 
first of May—the steel rails 
and fastenings have been bought and are now 
in transit. The necessary rolling stock for 
construc ion purposes has been built, and I 
hope to commence laying rails sometime du- 
ring the present month ” 

‘‘Was the work very much retarded by the 
recent rains, and were the bridge foundations 
damaged by the consequent rise in the river?” 

‘It was, but from this on work will be 
pushed forward rapidiy, the forces having 
been largely increased. I am glad tosay that 
the bridge foundations were not injured by

The 
decisions of the highest court have practically 
rendered a considerable number of such 
bonds wholly unmarketable at any price, The 
decisions were concurred in by all but Jus- 
tices Field and Harian out of a bench com- 
posed of nine, and the belief is that there is 
no chance of securing a reversal of what Mr. 
Justice Harlan was pleased to call the “new 
departure.” Justice Miller very sharply de- 
nied in reply that “be supreme court had 
ever put jts hand into the treasury of a state.” 
The decisions will stand, 

In New York business circles there is no 
hope of reversing the decision, and any 
future effort of the hondholders will, 
it is stated, relate to a movement to constitu- 
tionally give the bondholders the right to sue 
states in the federal courts upon their alleged 
bonds. The New York Sun takes ground at 
the outset against any such change in the 
fundamental law. ‘The power of the gen- 
era! government,”’ it says, “would be greatly 
magnified by the proposed change in thecon- 
stitution. It is possible the armed forces of 
the United States might be required to en- 
force the mandate of a federal court in a suit 
brought by a bondholder against a state of 
the union. Repudiation is indeed an evil 
and ashame, but we ought to hesitate long 
and consider well before attempting to cure 
it by the restoration of a power which the 
orivinal states deemed intolerable, and for- 
bade by the eleventh amendment. Many 
unseemly conflicts have accompanied at- 
temp s by the federal tribunals to enforce the 
money obligations of such comparatively 
small communities as western counties and 
towns, and to provoke such contests on the 
part of large and powerful states might he 
dangerous indeed to the harmony ol the 


union.”’

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AS TO WIiGG!NS. 
When a man posesas a prophet, he must 


take the consequences, and there is no doubt 
that Wiggins, the Canadian storm-predicter, 
isin trouble. He has succeeded in thorough 
ly frightening his superstitious neighbors; 
indeed, some of them are so badly frightened 
that they have written to Wiggins declaring 
that if his storm doesn’t rise up and sweep 
them away, he will be made to suffer for it. 
That is to say, they are so afraid of the storm 
they will be miserable and unhappy if it 
doesn’t come, and they propose to wreak sum- 
mary vengeance cn the innocent Wiggins 
This shows that it is still unwise and danger- 
ous for one fool,more persistent than the rest, 
to stir up- the fears and superstitions of his 
fellow fools. 

Even the telegraphic dispatches sent yes- 
terday from Canada partake of the supersti. 
tions that have been aroused, and we are lef: 
to infer that everybody in that region, old 
and young, high and low, propose 10 hold the 
Wiggins responsible in 
any event. He is a miserable 
wretch if his predictions fail, and 
an undoubted villain if they are fulfilled 
The, same idea is telegraphed from Massa 
chusetts. Over three million pounds of fish, 
we are told, might have been taken in the 
region roundabout Gloucester but for Wig- 
gins’s prophecy. Wiggins, therefore, is to be 
held responsible not only for the storm, but 
for the imbecility of natives and fo;eigners 
in the neighborhood of the fishing-grounds; 
and no doubt Governor Benjamin Butler, of 
Massachusetts, will be called upon to issue 
one of his messages against Wiggins. 

It must be perfectly plain to every impar- 
tial observer that Wiggins could not possibly 
be personally or professionally responsible 
for a storm or for the failure of astorm. But 
the people along the Canadian and New 
England coasts are not impartial observers. 
The only remedy for their superstitions is to 
send them to the cotton mills to secure the 
brilliant educational facilities peculiar to 
Rhode Island. | 

Atthe same time it should be said that 
Wiygins is practically vindicated. He is in- 
accurate as to details, but there is no doubt 
that he can scent disturbances which every- 
body knows are likely tooccur. His Febru- 
ary storm struck the inhospitable shores of 
the effete monarchy of Great Britain. If our 
foreign telegrams are to be relied on, his 
March storm, or a part of it, also strack Great 
Britain. This storm probably divided. Fri- 
day there wasan east wind in Atlanta, and 
an east wind isas depressing as a cyclone, 
There was also a chunk of a storm careering 
toward the northeast. A!) these things taken 
together practically vindicate Wiggins, and 
we trust that steps will be taken to protect 
him against the threatened violence of the 
superstitious eastern men. The newspapers 
of the country may be able to get along with- 
out Wiggins until atterthe campaign of 1834, 
but they will need him badiy then.

MR. RANDOLPH TAPPAN, 
merchant and planter, is ome of these sub- 
stantial men. In business in White Plains 
fir a period covering over seventeen years, be 
has learned frum practical experience the 
worth ef the lands around him. Mr. Tap- 
nan'’s farm contains abyut two hundred acres 
almi the weater portion of it les within the 
interporate limits of White Plains. 

He gave usa cordial invitation te walk over 
his place, and this invitation we eagerly ac- 

ted. His home is situated at a convenient 
distance from the business part of the town, 
three quarters of a mile, perhaps, no more; 
ant it was a pleesant walk we hadofit. ‘Tis 
ahome-like place. A neat cottage, nestling 
in a grove of beautiful oaks; the out-houses, 
the smoke-house; the barn, and the lane 
with the stables at the end remind one of 
years gone by, when our people were happy 
ethome. Aftera substantial dinner we ac 
companied Mr. Tappan over hisfarm, Near 
a boas is a plot of seven and one-half acres 
on which he raised Jast year nine bales of cot- 
ton, averaging 450 pounds each, The manure 
used was cowposted, consieting mainly of 
teaves, scrapings from the fence corners, and 
other decayed vegetable matter thoroughly 
cut up,and about one hundred and fifty 
pounds per aere were used. This cotton, 
own as “Eley Long Staple’ commands 
fam three to five cepts per puund more than 
the same grade of other. Mr. Tappan usual- 
ly disposes of it to the spool cotton cam panies, 
ahbough he has shipped it to Liverpool, 
where it commands a gvod price. Mr. Tap- 4 
pan has about forty additional acres from 
wbich he received twenty-six four hundred 
anu fifty pound bales. This was made ata 
cost of six doi!ars per acre for fertilizers. He 
‘Sad about one hundred acres in oats and har- 
vested 2,000 bushels. Our host showed us a 
fine orchard which he said was paying him 
nicely. Anumber of LeConte pears of two 
years’ growth, and which he had planted, 
were covered with blossoms and will yieid 
wall this seasop. Mr. Tappan manages bis 
farm in addition to his mercantile business, 
and has found it profitable.
